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NO PUBLIC DEMAND FOR STATE | 
WATER AND POWER ACT REVIVAL 


The following editorial is reprinted from the Los An- 
geles Examiner of the issue of September 27, 1926. It 
may be noted that this paper was among the proponents 
of the measure heretofore, but has now swung to the 
other side, realizing that there is no need for the adoption 
of the measure: 

The $500,000,000 Water and Power Act, defeated in 
1922 and 1924, is again before the voters of California. It 
is an initiative measure, No. 18 on the ballot. 

While there is no doubt that provision should be made 
for the maximum economic development of water and 
power resources of the State, the citizens have twice stat- 
ed, in emphatic terms, that they do not favor the method 
provided in the suggested Water and Power Act. 

A revival after this brief lapse of time since its last 
‘overwhelming defeat is, in the opinion of The Examiner, 
not justified. With a majority of 354,000 in 1922 and of 
431,000 in 1924, there is a record of increasingly hostile 
sentiment toward the measure which is conclusive evi- 
dence that the people do not accept it as a solution of 
their great natural problems. 

The very merits of the plan, which were set forth by 
this newspaper in previous campaigns, will cease to have 
any appeal even to former friends if the proposition is per- 
sistently put up to be knocked over by the voters. 

Since the last decision on the issue nothing has been 
done of any consequence to change public sentiment. No 
new or additional foundation has been laid for a different 
result than that already furnished. There are no fresh 
facts or arguments to capture the imagination and votes of 
the electorate. 

On the contrary, present conditions appear to be less 
favorable for an affirmative vote than they were in 1924; 
that year, it will be recalled, immediately followed the 
greatest drouth the state had known in fifty years. Since 
then there have been seasons of practically normal rain- 
fall. 

The situation in Southern California is much better than 
formerly. There is substantial assurance that the Swing- 
Johnson Bill will pass at the next session of Congress. 
The Boulder Dam project will give this region both water 
and power. Los Angeles, which provides more than a 
fourth of the state’s vote, will soon be called upon ‘to 
finance an expensive aqueduct. The citizens here will 
therefore not take kindly to the proposed $500,000,000 
state bond issue. 

There is no present public demand for the water and 
power program described in No. 18. Its submission is 


untimely.

Arbitrarily divides California into 
two voting districts, one consisting of 
13 southern counties and the other of 
the balance of the state, for allotment 
of the $5,000,000 and any other high- 
way money. It even provides that 
the gas tax funds, if No. 4 also carries 
be allocated in this unfair sectional 
manner. 

The annual $5,000,000 appropriation 
cuts in half the amount recommended 
by the Highway Advisory Commit- 
tee and all other competent authori- 
ties for completion of the state high- 
way system. 

It is unfair in that is classifies 79 
per cent of the state highways in 13 
southern counties and but 56 per cent 
of those in the 45 northern counties 
as primary and on this disproportion- 
ate ratio allots 75 per cent of the 
road construction funds to primary 
roads and. divides the 25 per cent 
which remains for secondary high- 
ways in a manner that gives the 
southern district three times as much 
per mile as the northern district for 
secondary roads.

The pending Water and Power Act 
‘has been twice rejected by the people. 
{Four years ago it was rejected by a 
| majority of nearly 354,000 and two 
years ago by a majority of more than 
: 431,000. 

It is a Constitutional Amendment 
which pledges the state’s credit to an 
issue of $500,000,000 of tax-free state 
bonds. A board of five persons, ap- 
pointed by the Governor, would spend 
the money in acquiring, operating and 
maintaining such water and power 
eenpeaen as it deemed necessary or 
convenient. This political board 
j would operate the projects as it 


j)deemed necessary or convenient. This |; 


political »oard would operate the pro- 
\jects from Sacramento, fix rates, and | 
jdetermine conditions and quality of 
service, all without regulation by the 
Railroad Commission. Consumers and | 
communities would thus be at the 
mercy of five politicians with a virtu- 
lally unrestrained control of industry. | 
‘Should incorrect estimates, inade- 
quate service or political mismanage- 
ment prevent projects from paying 
expenses or meeting interest charges 
jOr requirements for repayment of 
Principal out of rates, explicit pro- 
vision is made to meet the deficits and 
losses out of the general funds of the 
patate, The board is empowered to 
appoint such employees as it may re- 
quire, and fix their compensation. 
These employees are exempted from 
the state civil service law, so that 
the board can build up a great politi- 
cal machine through Patronage. 

t Advocates of the measure seek to 
take political advantage of Califor- 
jhia’s occasional dry years and its con- 
}Stant concern about water problems 
by masking the water and power 
amendment as a water conservation 
‘plan, but public ownership will not in- 
lerease rainfall. What (California needs 
jin times of drought is more rain, not 
|more empty reservoirs. 

There is no public need for the 
state to embark in the power busi- 
jness, and no good reason for adding 
half a billion dollars of tax-free bonds 
to the huge volume of such securities 
outstanding. Some advocates of the 
water and power measure, undismay- 
ed by the failure of North Dakota in 
the wheat and banking businesses, 
and of many other government own- 
ership projects, favor the act as a first 
step in California toward the taking 
Over by government of essential in- | 
|dustries and the redistribution of 
private wealth through taxation. 
There is no more reason why the 
state shouli venture into the power 
business than into the flour or auto- 
mobile business. Less than sixteen 
years ago the state undertook effect- 
ive regulation of public utility com- 
(panies. As a result, the rates, invest- 
jments and service of such companies 
are now controlled by a public 
jagency. To scrap the policy of regu- 
lation and substitute public ownership 
would be unjust and foolish. Even 
|those who assért that regulation has 
failed cannot logically offer as im- 
(provement a new commission ap- | 
'pointed like the Railroad Commis- | 
sion by the Governor and given the | 
insufficiently restricted power of ex-| 
(Pending the taxpayers| money and 
hiring armies of employees. 

Private initiative and effort de- 
veloped California. Political manage- 
jment is usually wasteful and ineffici- 
jent, and to compel taxpayers to pro- 
jvide enormous amounts of borrowed 
money for the financing of unspecifi- 
ed ventures by a political machine 
would tbe to invite disaster. 

The voters should rebuke, by a 
majority larger than before, the rest- 
less agitators who refuse to accept 
the decision of the people twice so 
emphatically expressed.
